Washington, D. C., May 18.—The 


sub-committee of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Commerce, which has given 
serious consideration to the River 
and Harbor appropriation bill since 
the Senate received it on March 28 
last, had hoped to report the bill to 
the full committee on Wednesday, 
but there were so many Senators de- 
siring to be heard on projects under 
•way and to be inaugurated, that it is 
impossible to predict when the Com- 
mittee on Commerce will have the 
results of the work of the sub-com- 
m't^ee. It is stated that a number of 
surveys will be ordered over and 
above those carried in the House bill, 
while several projects now under way 
will be placed in the "continuing con- 
tract" class, to the end that their 
completion may be brought about as 
early as possible.

Selecting the Breed of Sheep 


Washington, D. C., May 19.— 


Farmers who contemplate the raising 
of sheep on their farms are urged by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
to give considerable thought to the 
selection of a breed. In all there are 
thirty breeds of improved sheep that 
have been brought to fixed types. Of 
these twelve are already well estab- 
lished in the United States and oth- 
ers are gaining in popularity. 
Each 


has its own points of superiority and 
the farmer must be guided in his 
choice by the individual conditions, 
bearing in mind, however, the fact 
that any breed is superior to no 
breed. 


Although it is hardly to be expect- 


ed that every farmer in a neighbor- 
hood will select the same breed of 
sheep, there are several advantages 
to be derived from a number doing 
so. 
For example new rams can be 


purchased for the common benefit 
when any individual owner might 
well hesitate at the expense; and if 
the lambs are ready in large num- 
bers for market at the same time, 
they may be shipped cheaply by the 
carload or the buyers may find it 
worth their while to come after them. 
In selecting a breed it should be 


remembered that no system of sheep 
farming is likely to be long success- 
ful which leaves out of account eith- 
er wool or mutton. 
One or the oth- 


er, however, may well be emphasized 
according to local conditions. Thus 
if pasturage is sparse, feed expensive 
and marketing arrangements 
poor, 


wool will naturally be the first con- 
sideration. 
On the 
other 
hand, 


wh£re conditions are more favorable, 
a breed will be selected for its mut- 
ton qualities. 
Even then, however, 


there is a wide latitude of choice. 


In order to assist the farmer in 
this choice, the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has just published in 
Farmers' Bulletin 5/6, "Breeds of 
Sheep for the Farm" descriptions and 
photographs of the principal breeds, 
together with the addresses of the 
secretaries of various breeding associ- 
ations, from whom additional infer-1 
mation can be obtained. These breeds 
may be divided into three main 
groups, the Middle Wool, the Long 
Wool and the Fine Wool. 
All the, 


Middle Wool breeds have been de- 
veloped primarily for mutton. 
The 


Long Wools also are bred chiefly for 
mutton. 
They are the largest of all 


sheep and thrive best where food 
can be obtained without much travel. 
They do well also in regions of ex-, 
cessive rainfall. 
The Fine Wools, in- j 


eluding the American Merinos and 
t 
the Rambouilett, have been bred al-' 
mo'st entirely for their wool alone. 


Some of these many breeds, says 


the bulletin, should be selected and 
maintained, for it is rarely good 
policy to cross sheep.

Pittsburgh, May IS.—The attitude 


of the State'Highway Department-in 
giving out a statement to the effect 
that Article 3 of the rules and regu- 
lations governing the use of the high- 
Ways of the State by traction engines 
has hee,n for the time being suspend- 
fed, brought a storm of protest from 
the " tnreshermen and- farmers' of 
'Western -Pennsylvania at a meeting 
•held in the court house annex on Sat- 
tittSay-night, when strong resolutions 
were passed pledging those present 
to work Against the re-election.of,all 
legislators who, voted for the objec- 
liona'ble' law and promising to vote 
for only such candidates as pledge 
themselves to endeavor to have it re- 
pealed/ 


Commissioner Bigelow's statement 
that''-no action 
would • Be r "TSKSn 
against Operators of traction engines 
on thehighways of the State that are 
not equipped with the style of cleats 
prescribed by law and are over 100 
.inches wide, was branded by promi- 
nent threshermen as a "sugar-coated 
pill" 'or an eleventh hour attempt to 
satisfy the demands. of thousands of 
threshermen and farmers and win 
support at the primaries 


The 
threshermen's 
organization 
has grown in sixty days from a mere 
.desire for justice and fair play to a 
definite'and determined organization 
of taxpayers and voters covering fif- 
tvrthree counties. 
There are prob- 


^ably 200,000 producers in the State 
directly affected by that portion7of 
the automobile law relating to thresh- 
ing machines, which Highway Com- 
missioner Bigelow insists must be 
agreed "to under oath before any li- 
cense can be given to the owner of a 
traction engine. 


3. A. Rose of Harrisburg, likened 


the concession granted by Mr. Bige- 
low in seeming to grant relief from 
the burden of the rules and regula- 
tions, through his statement that Ar- 
ticle 3 would be temporarily suspend- 
ed, "to a certain other deceiver who, 
as history states, took an individual 
to the top of a high mountain and 
promised to give him the whole 
world-if he would only fall d"own and 
worship him. 


"The Bigelow rules," said Mr. 


Rose, "if enforced will drive the 
greater part of the threshing machin- 
ery in Pennsylvania. from- the road, 
practically making useless between 
$6,000,000 and $7,000,000 worth of 
equipment-used by the farmers of the 
state in threshing some $70,000,000 
worth of grain for market. By offer- 
ing you this suspension of rules he 
is giving you nothing—simply throw- 
ing dust in. your faces."

Little Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel 6. Dlxon, M. D. 


Sight is generally .considered the 
most precious of the five senses, yet 
few people make an effort to take 
any special care of the eyes. 
In order to keep the eyes healthy 
and clear it is necessary to keep them 
free from possible infection and to 
avoid straining them by over-worjc. 
It is an almost universal habit to 
wipe the eyes with a pocket hand- 
kerchief. As a rule this is not abso- 
lutely clean. As a'result pf its num- 
erous uses it contains -geriri^ which 
if introduced into the eye are likely 
to result in .s, more or less sef ious"irx- 
fection. When suffering from a cold 
one should be particularly caretuL 
Rubbing the eyes with the un- 
washed hands or the use of a towel 
which others have used may also re- 
sult in disease of the eyes. When 
the eyes -feel hot and dry the outside 
of the lids should be bathed with cold 
watfer. Avoid thie iis'e of £ye wasnes 
unless prescribed and administered 
under the direction of a physician... 
To avoid straining the eyes when 
reading people of normal vision sould 
hold the book fifteen or eighteen 
inches from the face and on a "direct 
line with the ey^s. 
Never hold a 
book low. The strain on _the eyes is 
ihuch greater when the book is hel'd" 
in the lap. Those who makfe a prac- 
tice of reading • when lying down 
should be Careful to hold their book 
at the proper angle.

Always read by a good light, avoid 


a- glare or any reflectipn from th0 
printed page. .If the !tight is poor 
you will hold the bopk top close, td 
the eyes. Books printed in fine tyjte 
should he avoided as they cause an 
unnecessary strain on the viiion. . ; 
Defects of sight are often responsi- 
ble for headaches and extreme ner- 
vousness. 
The people who .wear 
glasses should have an occasional ex- 
amination by an oculist to insure 
themselves against changes in the 
vision.

Former Rainsbnrg Citizen. Dead" 
Rev. Hugh McCltnttcy pastor of the 
Lutheran -Church at Montpelier, O:', 
died at, the parsonage at that place 
Wednesday morning* April 29, of 
progressive pernicious anaemia, after 
an illness extending froiiff last Novem- 
ber, being confined to his5 bed since 
January 16th. 


Rev. McClintic was the sixth, son of 
Felix and Rosanna Aikens McClintic 
of Armaugh Township,Mifflin County, 
and was born on the homestead near 
Siglerville September 1, 1849, and 
was aged 64 years, seven months and 
28 days at the time of decease. 


January 22, 1873, he was married 


to Miss Elizabeth C. Ehrenfeld to 
whom five sons were horn. 
The 


youngest, Harry, died in infancy and 
the next youngest, Clemens, died in 
his 18th year. Mr. -.j.cClintie taught 
two terms of school in his native 
town after which he operated the 
Milroy Flouring Mills for five years. 
The fall of 1879 he entered Mission- 
ary Institute—now Susquehanna Uni- 
versity—Selinsgrove, to prepare for 
the ministry and was ordained in. 
1884. 
The same- year he accepted 


the call of the Rainsburg Charge and 
preached for these people sixteen 
years. In addition to his ministerial 
duties, for two years he superintend- 
ed the operation of a large farm, 
which he purchased north of Rains- 
burg, also the operation of a large 
sawmill,, he'had installed on the tim- 
ber tract, put up new buildings, etc. 


His wife died August 12, 1887, af- 


ter a lingering illness at the home of 
iier parents at Siglerville, 
He after- 


wards married Miss Rutn Smith of 
Cumberland Valley to whom one son, 
Harold, was born, who died in in- 
fancy. 


In January, 1900, he moved to 


New Springfield, O., afterwards serv- 
ing charges at Ohio City and Orrville, 
O., and Jonesboro, 111. He moved to 
Montpelier May 1, 1913, and preach- 
ed for these people until the time of 
his illness last November. Rev. Mc- 
Clintic was a profound Christian gen- 
tleman, an able preacher and of gift- 
ed personality. Being of a jovial na- 
ture he made friends readily and es- 
pecially was he a friend of the young- 
er people. 


Short services were held at the 


Montpelier parsonage Friday morn- 
ing, May 1, conducted by Dr. Allen 
O. Becker, pastor of the Lutheran 
Church, Bryan, O., assisted by Dr. 
Shaw of the Methodis't Church, and 
Rev. M. S. Petit and Rev. W. S. Wert 
of the Presbyterian Churches. Dur- 
ing his illness Rev. Petit made daily 
visits and frequently read Rev. Mc- 
Clintic's favorite Scripture passages 
—the 23rd Psalm and John 14, 
verses 1 to 20. These were read at 
the services, as well as the singing of 
his favorite hymns—Abide With Me 
Fast Falls the Even Tide, Nearer My 
God to Thee and Jesus Lover of My 
Soul—this part of the service was 
carried out by Rev. Dr. Wieand at 
the Bortz Church. 


The remains were brought to Bed- 


ford and interred by the side of his 
two sons in the Bortz Cemetery. 
Services were held at the Bortz 
Church, Cumberland Valley, Sunday 
morning, May 3, at >11 o'clock, con- 
ducted by Rev. Dr. H. E. Wieand. 
His sorrowing wife and three sons 
survive to mourn the loss of a devot- 
ed husband and a kind and living 
father: Clarence of Bedford, Charles 
of Los Angeles, Cal., and George of 
Fort Wayne, Ind. 
He is also sur- 


vived by one brother, A. F. McClin- 
tic, of Milroy and one sister, Mra. 
Mary Sprankle, of Altpona.

Be it ordained and enacted by the 


Burgess and Town Council of the 
Borough of Bedford, and it is here- 
ordained and enacted by the au- 


thority of the same is as follows, to- 
wit:Section 1—That a sewage disposal 
plant with the necessary drains and 
outfall sewers from the Borough of 
Bedford leading to the same, be 
constructed about twelve hundred 
feet 
north 
from 
the 
Raystown 
Branch of the Juniata River and 
about two thousand feet trom the 
ixtreme Eastern end of the Borough 
of Bedford, according to plans and 
specifications furnished by Charles 
E. Collins of Philadelphia, Penna., 
ana approved by the Department 
of Health of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania by permit of Samuel 
G. Dixon Commissioner of Health, 
dated September 28, 1909, and en- 
tered of record in the office of the 
Recorder of Deeds in and tor Bed-

Section 2—That the main outfall

TO PRIVY-VAULTS, 


CESSPOOLS, RESERVOIRS, ETC. 
By virtue of the power conferred 


by the Act of Assembly of April 3, 
1851, or the Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, 
Be it enacted and ordained by the 
Council and Chief Burgess of thei 
Borough of Woodbury, and it is here- I 
by enacted and ordained by author- 
ity of the same; 
That no privy-vault, cesspool or 
reservoir into which a privy, water- 
closet, cesspool, stable, or sink, is 
drained, shall be constructed, dug, 
or permitted to remain within the 
limits of the^Borough of Woodbury, 
unless the said vault, cesspool, reser- 
voir, or sink is watertight and, pro- 
vided that the surface of the same is 
at a lower level than the bottom of 
any well, spring or other source 
of, 
water supply used for drinking or 
:ulinary purposes. 
Any person violating this ordinance 
shall be liable, for every such of- 
fense upon conviction before any 
Justice of the Peace or the Chief 
Burgess of said Borough, to a fine of 
not less than three dollars or more 
than twenty-five dollars, to be im- 
posed by the said Justice or the Chief 
Burgess.

-While a 
Rose Comb White has been bred by 
some, it has never been popular nor 
standard. The single combs are very 
large, and an objection is that they 
often freeze.

CROP ROTATION AN1> CLEAN 


CULTIVATION FOR TOBACCO 


Wire Worm Causes About $8OO,OOO 


Annually to Virginia Crops. 


Washington, D. C., May 18. — The 


extensive damage done by the so-call- 
ed tobacco wire worm in many to- 
bacco states is best prevented by 
crop rotations, and by doing away 
with the weeds which are food for 
the worm. 
Clean cultivation should 


be practiced the summer before to- 
bacco is planted, thus making condi- 
tions unfavorable for the egg which 
hatches the worm. This is the advice 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture's investigators who estimate that 
the damage done by the 
worm 


amounts to $800,000 annually in Vir- 
ginia alone, and is also great in other 
eastern States raising tobacco. The 
Department ,has just issued a bul- 
letin (No. 78) on the subject, enti- 
tled "The So-called Tobacco Wire 
Worm in Virginia." 


The growing crops of cowpeas or 


crimson clover (preferably the for- 
mer) the year before crops subject to 
injury are. planted, is one of the 
most satisfactory and practical means 
for controlling the pest. 
Summer 


plowing and thorough preparation of 
weedy land are other means advised. 
The eggs of the pest are deposited by 
moths in weedy fields during July 
and August. 
They hatch in a few 


days, remain over winter in the soil, 
and finish their growth during June 
or July of the following year. 
They 


are in their most active feeding stage 
when tooacco is planted. 


Injury to tobacco occurs when this 


crop is planted on land that was 
weedy during the previous 
year. 


Crops planted on land which has been 
under clean cultivation are immune 
The weeds which have been found to 
be the more common natural food 
plants of the worms are the buck- 
horn 
plantain, 
oxeye 
daisy 
and 


whitetop. 
The 
presence 
of these 


weeds in meadows accounts for in- 
jury to tobacco when planted on sod. 


The worms when once established 


in land where their natural food 
plants are abundant have been found 
difficult to control. Various insecti- 
cides and repellents have been tested, 
but without satisfactory results. 


Fall or winter plowing has been 


found to reduce injury, but is only 
partially effective, as some of the 
weeds remain alive and furnish food 
for the larvae until the tobacco or 
corn is planted 


The moth from which the wire- 


worm is evolved is medium or rather 
small in size and colored brown, yel- 
low and white 
Some have metallic 


marks on the fore wings which are 
comparatively long and usually nar- 
row. When raised, the fore wings are 
rolled around the body and conceal 
the hind wings, which are folded be- 
neath. This gives the body the ap- 
pearance of a tiny cylinder, and ac- 
counts for the term that is applied 
to it of close-wings " These moths 
fly mostly on dark afternoons or dur- 
ing the early part ot the night 
They 


are more common in open fields 
When disturbed they make short 
flights, rarely flying more than a few 
rods at a time 
They usually alight 


head downward on the stems of 
plants, and their color often harmon- 
izes so perfectly -with their surround- 
ings that the> can scarcely be seen. 
They, thereloie, seldom attiact atten-

Irsccl Also Attacks Corn 


The "tobacco \virewoim" does not 


confine its attacks to tobacco only, 
but is likewise a seiiou« pest to the 
coin CIOD. Injury has been noted in 
many localities wheie little tobacco 
is gio^vn, and it is piobable that dam- 
age to coin amounts to moie than 
that to tobdcco 
As with tobacco, m- 


juiy is most soveie uhen coin is 
planted on land which has been in 
weedy pastuie or meadow pieviously, 
01 when planted on land which has 
not been under cultivation for a num- 
ber of yeais and on which theie has 
been a rank growth of weeds. 
On 


such land it is usually difficult to se- 
em e a satisfactory stand of corn, and 
the yield is greatly reduced 
In cen- 


tral Virginia many fields under ob- 
seivation 
were 
leplanted 
seveial 


times, and owing to the lateness of 
the season when a stand was secured 
the value to the crop was decreased 
fully one-tbird 
Corn 01 tobacco 


planted on newly-cleared land seldom 
suffeis mjurj- 
Since tne species of 


weeds which are the natural food 
plants ot the insect do not thrive in 
woodland, the laivae are not piesent 
when the crop is planted. 


The larvae attack the young corn 


near the surface of the ground and 
burrow into the base of the stalks, 
the outer portion of the stalk being 
frequently girdled. If the stalks are 
small when attacked, they are either 
killed or so stunted or dwarfed that 
they never fully outgrow the injury, 
and produce little or no grain. Much 
of the corn is attacked just after the 
seed has sprouted 
The larvae fre- 


quently burrow into the folded leaves 
as the corn is coming througn the 
ground. 
As the leaves unfold they 


show transverse rows of holes When 
the stalks reach a height of a foot or 
more comparatively little damage is 
done 
Several larvae are frequently 


found about the roots of a single 
stalk and as many as 22 have been 
collected from a single hill of corn. 


In wet weather injury is not apt to 


be so severe, as the plants are then 
more vigorous and the weeds, which 
furn^h suitable food for the worms, 
more plentiful. As with tobacco, corn 
is attacked when the natural food 
supply of tue "worms" is cut off. 


The same methods of crop rotation 


and clean cultivation are recommend- 
ed for corn as for tobacco.

A Few Important Pointers Given, on 


Good Store Keeping. 


George Mulligan, a well known ex- 
pert on most matters relating to the 
Merchandizing, declares that the esti- 
mate of achievement of the great per- 
centage of merchants, both wholesale 
and retail, is the degree of stress laid 
by them on small things connected 
with storekeeping. 
Of course, this is 


all true. As I said in a recent letter 
that the jobber should be more open- 
hearted with the help about his or- 
ganization and that he would --find 
that the help would work the harder 
for his good. A volume of no jnean 
size might be Written on pointers in 
storekeeping. 
The writer has had an 


abundant opportunity to note many 
of these pointers. 
Now when you 


stop to consider that the entire prop- 
osition of conducting a business of 
any kind that it is made up of the 
tiniest threads of detail you are 
forced to the conclusion that not only 
does the detail form a -most necessary 
and valuable item in the whole estab- 
lishment, but moreover that atten- 
tion to the apparently insignificant 
things about the P-nut factory on 
each and every floor from the roast- 
ing room to the roof are absolutely 
indispensable to success. 
In retail stores salesmen are not 


often brought in contact with condi- 
tions whicn might perhaps be side- 
tracked in some far backwoods dis- 
trict of much less favored communi- 
ties than a wide-awake young city 
like Bedford. These merchants are 
supposed to be up-to-the-minute and 
on the jump of progressiveness. Peo- 
ple who come to Bedford might won- 
der at times what is wrong with the 
thinking powers of some of the mer- 
chants and their clerks. I fear yiat 
too many retailers live on the falla- 
cious principle that waiting on cus- 
tomers andcounting the shekels at 
the closing hour constitute the all 
important end of their business. 


Now to summarize the matter in 


the shortest way, let us consider a 
few of the most glaring flaws in the 
average store—appearance of the in- 
terior, appearance of the windows, 
actual condition of the stock as to 
looks on the shelves or on the coun- 
ters and last, but not least by any 
means, the appearance of the clerks. 
I could name many more contribut- 
ing agents to the loss of business or 
failure to increase the business but 
.time and space will not permit. 


No, that is not it. 'Tis because I 


am tired and my thinking cap is go- 
ing back on me now. Oh I am not 
done yet. There is no use in trying 
to dodge the main point, that oi 
cleanliness, and this part is watched 
by the ladies. 
I well remember how

used to tell me not to 


go to certain stores as the articles 
sold by them did not look well either

in the windows or on the shelves. Of 
course there are other things of im- _ 
portance, such as the artistic arrange- i 
menfr of the stocks and displays, but! 
actual cleanliness comes first, for 
without it appearance is impossible 
in the store. 
It is not enough to 


sweep and dust such parts of the 
store as are visible to the customers. 
'No, no, each and every nook and cor- 
ner of the store should be kept 
scrupulously clean at all times You 
must remember that we are living in 
an age of sanity and the sooner retail 
merchants come to a realization of 
this fact and join heart and hand in 
the sanitary movement which is now 
an actuality, the sooner they will 
clench their hold on this subject, and 
by all means, clean cellars at all 
times. 
No mercy should be shown 


the lazy fellow who "comes to work 
with long and filthy finger nails and 
the odor about his person. 


There would be less fires in the re- 


tailers' stores throughout the country 
if the proprietors would see that all 
waste matter and inflammable sub- 
stances were removed regularly far 
from the store. Today the sight cre- 
ates the appetite and he who can get 
his goods out where they can be seen 
and have them nice and clean is the 
man who wins. The day is past and 
the store don't survive any more 
where the sign on the wall reads, "If 
you don't see what you want ask for 
it," and each clerk should have his 
or her share of this work of cleanli- 
ness and that of displaying the goods 
and the proprietor should see that 
the duty of each is properly per- 
formed.
